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Iran rejects Cutler as U.S. envoy 

WASHINGTON, June 4 (R)-- Iran’s revolutionary government 
has rejected the choice of l he new American ambassador in 
Tehran, the State Department said today. Spokesman Hodding 
Carter said Iran, after initially agreeing to the appointment of 
Ambassador Waller Cutler, had usked that his name be with- 
drawn. The United States has no plans either to do this or to assign 
Mr. Cutler to another post, the spokesman added. Mr. Cutler, 47, 
is a former ambassador to Zaire. He was confirmed by the U.S. 
Senate last month as the new ambassador to Iran, replacing Wil- 
liam Sullivan, who headed the U.S. embassy in Tehran during the 
revolution that toppled the Shah. .He was expected to take up his 
post this month. Spokesman Carter said if the request for Mr.. 
Cutler's name to be withdrawn was a final decision of the Iranian 
government . then Iran could expect a substanciul delay before the 
UnitedStates decided whether it would send an ambassadors! all.

Pierre Gemayel 
escapes attempt 
on his life 

BEIRUT, June 4 ( R>— Lebanese 
right-wing leader Pierre 
Gemayel was wounded in a 
bomb blast today, right-wing 
Falangist Radio reported. The 
assassination attempt came 
three weeks after Mr. 
Getnayel’s son Amin was 
wounded In an explosion. 

Pierre CemayeE 73, lends the 
Falangist Party, Lebanon's 
biggest right-wing organ- 
isation. 

The party's radio station said 
Mr. Gemavei was travelling on 
the coastal road linking Beirut 
and the Mediterranean resort 
of Jouniefa when a powerful, 
remote-coqtrollcd bomb 
exploded and wt his car ablaze. 

Mr. Gemayel. who was driv- 
ing. suffered superficial shrap- 
nel wounds in the head and 
face. He was taken to a nearby 
hospital. 

Right-wing sources said 10 
people travelling in the veteran 
politicals motorcade were 
wounded by the explosion, 
some 12 kilometres north of 
Beirut. 

Falangist Radio said the 
bomb was placed in a car 
parked by the roadside and set 
ofT by remote control. 

In a statement issued from 
hospital, Mr. Gemayel urged 
everyone in Lebanon to exercise 
self-restraint and remain calm. 

Today's incident appeared to 
be a c&rboircopy of the May 13 
bomb blast which slightly 
injured Pierre Gemayel’s elder 
son. Amin, 38, as he was travel- 
ling on a mountain road north- 
east of Beirut. No arrests were 
made following that bomb 
explosion and there was no 
immediate indication as to who 
was responsible for today's 
blast. 


BEIRUT. June 4 fR) - Sec- 
essionist guerrillas today reported 
fierce fighting in the sun-baked 
western savannahs of Eritrea, 
theatre of Africa’s longest war. 

A spokesman for the Eritrean 
Liberation Front-Revolutionary 
Council t ELF-RC), one of the two 
major groups fighting for EritTean 
independence from Ethiopia, said 
that guerrilla units and Ethiopian 
troops, backed by tanks and artil- 
lery. were engaged in heavy fight- 
ing near the Sudanese frontier. 

He said the latest battle of the 
18-year war erupted yesterday, 
when the Ethiopians moved large 
. contingents out uf their garrison in 
Tessenei. 20 kilometres from the 
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border with the Sudan. 

The Ethiopian operation was 
aimed at recapturing Sabderat. 
Tamarat and Galuj, a string of vil- 
lages overrun by guerrilla forces 
last month, according to the 
spokesman. 

The Soviet-backed Ethiopian 
government last year launched a 
massive offensive which drove the 
Eritreans out of major cities of the 
province. But they still claim con- 
trol of most of rhe countryside and 
say they have recovered from the 
shock of last year s defeats. 

According to the ELF-RC. at 
least 200 Ethiopians were killed 
and 150 wounded in fighting for 
the village of Galuj on May 20. 
"Sabderat and Tamarat fell to us 
last Thursday. Now a large force 
of Ethiopians backed by tanks, 
armoured personnel carriers and 
heavy artillery is trying to t3ke 
them back.”

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Armed Palestine speedboat;

TEL AVIV, June 4 (Agencies)— A 
Palestinian speedboat racing to 
launch a rocket attack on Israel was 
blasted out of the water by Israel 


naval craft during the night, an offi- 
cial spokesman claimed today. All 
members of the commando squad 
were apparently drowned, he said. 


Eritreans report heavy 
fighting with Ethiopians 


Israeli pairol craft intercepted 
the speedboat as it approached the 
seaside resort ofRas Naqoura, 
near the Lebanon border. 

Moving in close, the Israelis 
ordered the speedboat to stop. It 
started to move off at a rate too 
fast for the patrol boats to follow 
and the Israelis opened fire. 

Amid the debris, the Israelis 
recovered a body, and a Katyusha 
rocket launcher mounted on a raft 
made from two empty barrets, 
naval sources said. 

Naval sources said the Pales- 
tinians seemingly planned to 
bombard the snore with rockets 
and then head back to a base in 
Lebanon. 

For the Palestinians it was a 
novel kind of mission. The 
Russian-made Katyusha rockets 
.are frequently used to bombard 
Israeli border settlements. But a 
speedboat raid would bring more 
Israeli targets within the Katy- 
ushas' 20-kiiometre range. There 
seemed little intention of putting 
commandos ashore and seizing 
hostages as on previous raids 
which have proved costly in Pales- 
tinian manpower. 

Shortly before the seaborne 
clash was announced. Israeli 
occupation forces staged a pre- 
dawn raid on Arab bouses which 
had been used to harbour Pales- 
tinian commandos on the West 
Bank of Jordan. One house was 
demolished and three were pealed 
up, an announcement said. 

The houses had been used by a 
Palestinian squad — three girls and 
a man — accused of staging bomb 
attacks which killed four people 
and wounded dozens of others 
during the past year, rhe 
announcement said. 

Destroying or sealing up houses 
after eviction of the families living 
in them is a common punishment 


in Israeli-occupied territory for 
Arabs giving shelter to com- 
mandos. 

The house that was destroyed 
stood in the village of Junia. near 
Ramallah. It had been used b\ 
Miss Ataf Ahmad Yussef. a 22- 
year-old schoolteacher arrested 
’last week while trying to plant a 
bomb in a Jerusalem bus depot, 
the announcement said. 

It claimed Miss Yussef and the 
three others all belonged to the 
Fatah commando organisation 
and had all been trained in Syria. 
It said the two girls had been cap- 
tured but the man w'assiil! at large. 
All were schoolteachers in their 
twenties. 

Two of the houses sealed up 
were in Ramallah and one was in 
the nearby tow n of Al Birch. 

Last night, Palestinian com- 
mandos said they wounded many 
Israelis with time bombs in 
occupied Jerusalem yesterday. 

The Palestine News Agency 
(WAFA) quoted a commando 
military spokesman as saying the 
commandos planted the bombs in 
a commercial store in the city 
centre. 

The bombs wounded many 
Israelis, wrecked the commercial 
store and destroyed its contents 
and damaged a number of cars 
parked in front of it. WAFA 
added. 

Israeli police said three people 
were slightly injured by the bomb 
blast which destroyed a central 
Jerusalem book shop. 

The Palestinian spokesman said 
The operation was carried out by a 
unit named after Abu Hassan, a 
code name for Ali Hassan 
Salameh, who was in charge of 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat's 
persona] security and was killed 
with four of his aides on Jan. 22 by 
a radio-controlled bomb in Beirut. 


After yesterday's blasu which 
was heard in many parts of the 
city , the Israelis arrested scores of 
Palestinians. WAFA said. 

Meanwhile, the Israeli district 
police in the West Bank arrested 
six men in a Kiryat Arba flat yes- 
terday in connection with the 
artack on a number of Arab homes 
in Hebron a week ago Saturday- 
night. The men are reported to be 
members of Rabbi Meir Kahane's 
militant Kach movement, the 
Israeli press said today. 

On the night of the attacks. Jew- 
ish settlers of Kiryat Arba ram- 
paged through several Arab 
homes in Hebron bearing up 
occupants and smashing furnitures 
tableware and windows. Ohe 
Arab victim described her assail- 
ants as three "Hebrew speakers", 
one bearded and the other two 
wearing skull caps. 

During yesterday’s arrests 
police confiscated unspecified 
documents j and other 

material which they believe may 
connect the men with the Hebron 
incident. 

Investigators are also examin- 
ing the possibility that the suspects 
might be connected to the recent 
land still unsolved) case involving 
the uprooting of hundreds of 
Arab-owned" grape vines on 
Ja bari Hill near Hebron. 

Three uf those arrested are 
being held for the Saturday night 
attack. The others may be 
arraigned for resisting arresr or 
interferring with police in the 
course of their duty. 

Sources in Kirvai Arba told the 
Israeli press that the six men are 
Americans and not Israeli citizens.

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Authorised banditry 


IN AUTHORISING the seizure of about 1 .000 dunums of 
privately-owned Arab land to build a Jewish settlement 
outside Nablus, the biggest Arab population centre on the 
occupied West Bank, the Israeli cabinet is : going back on 
its previous statements of intent, defying the judgement ot 
some of its own members and many other leading Israelis, 
openly flouting articles of international law to w hich Israel 
is bound, and thumbing its nose at the entire world com- 
munity. 

This is not particularly remarkable, for it is but another 
manifestation of the ethics which the Zionist slate has 
practised since its creation. What will distinguish this dis- 
play of arrogance from previous ones depends on whether 
the world community accepts it without demur. 

The outrage does not begin or end with the cabinet's 
authorisation of "Elon Moreh". The slow huild-up to the 
decision has been punctuated not only by the usual 
pyrotechnics from within the Zionist regime and press, but 
also by an evolving pattern of systematic terrorisation by 
Jewish settlers of the resident Arab population of the West 
Bank. 

The decision was accompanied by an affirmation by 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin at the He rut party con- 
ference that his government's policy is identical to that of 
the fanatical Gush Emunim settlers who established the 
original outpost at "Elon Moreh". "Ever since the concept 
ol law took root in the human race, there was no more legal 
an act than Jewish settlement in all part- of the Jewish 
homeland." says Mr. Begin. 

International law. specifically the Fourth Geneva Con- 
vention of 1^49 and the Hague Regulations of I HU", dis- 
putes that contention. The first, to which Israel is sup- 
posedly a signatory, regulates the transfer of the civilian 
population of an occupying power into an occupied ter- 
ritory: the second forbids confiscation of private property- 
in an occupied territory. 

It is obviously not enough simply to marvel at the 
Zionist regime's defiance of the will of the international 
community any more. Jordan and other Arab states have 
made the maximum effort in bringing the settlements issue 
to the attention of the world: the L'.N. Security Council 
special commission which grew out of that initiative has 
completed its investigation's — -without having been per- 
mitted. of course, actually to visit the occupied territories 
themselves — and will make its report soon. 

We must not stop there, however. We look particularly 
expectantly to the United States for a reaction to this latest 
outrage by its Israeli clients. Mr. Begin has thrown down 
the gauntlet. Who will dare to pick it up? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I MONDAY COMMENTS on liie exchange of visits 
between Iraqi and Syrian officials, and hopes that these visits will 
culminate in the full unity of the two countries' policies and forces 
with a view to confronting the dangers threatening the entire Arab 
nation. 

Fearing that the serious strategic imbalance created in the area 
follow ing the signing of the peace treaty between Egypt and Israel 
might cause the participants in the Baghdad summit to flag in their 
determination and might lead to the acceptance of a fait accompli 
imposed under fire, the paper calls on both Syria and Iraq to 
declare unity without delay in order to forestall a lurther deterio- 
ration of the situation. 

The paper criticises the Arab states for standing idly by while 
the Lebanese and Palestinians suffer, and says that the Arab 
people are looking forward to the day when the Syrians and the 
Iraqis will translate their visits and statements into a real unity that 
will protect the entire Arab nation against the dangers menacing 
it. 

Commenting on the iransferof the Arab League headquarters 
from Cairo to Tunis, AL DUSTOUR proposes that the six-nation 
committee formed at the Baghdad summit for this purpose should 
discuss the entire status of the League. 

To limit the discussion to the transfer of the League’s head- 
quartersfrom one capital to another would be like "treating a man 
with a chronic disease by moving him from one room to another.” 
the paper says. 

Criticising the bureaucracy and the inflexibly which charac- 
la rise the Arab League's methods of action, the paper says it is 
insufficient merely to discuss the transfer of the League head- 
quarters; what is required is an improvement in the standard of its 
performance so as to enable it to cope with the changes which 
have taken place in the Arab World since the creation of the 
League. 

The paper furthercalls for the decentralisation of the League’s 
activities, and urges that its charter be amended, saying the char- 
ter in its present form impedes the flexibility of the League and 
prevents the quick adoption of resol u lit ms ala time that requires 
speed in taking action. 

The Arab League should undergo radical changes taking into 
consideration the Arabs’ “past experiences, present problems and 
future aspirations." the paper says. 

AI Dustour says that while not wishing to detract from the 
major role played by .the League in fostering Arab cooperation 
and resolving Arab conflicts, yet it has to he said that the League 
has so far been incapable of meeting Arab aspirations toward 
unity. 
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Freed Palestinian prisoner 
reveals Israeli torture

AMMAN. June 4 — "Today we 
present to you a symbol of our 
people's struggle in general and 
the struggle of Palestinian women 
in particular against Zionism/’ 
This is how Miss A'ishah Odeh" 
was introduced today by Mr. 
Abdel Jawad "Saleh, member of 
the Palestinian National Council, 
at a press conference held at ihe 
PLO office in Amman. 

Miss Odeh was arrested on 
March 3. 1969 on the charge of 
alleged placing a bomb in a 
supermarket. In her statement. 
Miss Odeh spoke of the cruel 
methods used by the Israelis in 
torturing Palestinian prisoners in 
Israeli prisons. Nevertheless, she 
added: “I am not the first to be 
arrested and tortured by the . 
Israelis. There are a number of 
grandmothers, nurses, workers, 
farmers, students and mothers — 
mothers who have left their chil- 
.dren to join the national liberation 
movement, such as A'ishah 
tviwan. Majidah Suraideh. 
Fatimah Ahmad and Zakiah 
Shammut. the mother of five chil- 
dren who was sentenced to life 
imprisonment with her husband. 
Her children are staying with their 
grandmother and are receiving no 
support: being citizens of the land 
of Palestine occupied since 1 94.N. 
they are considered Israeli citizens 
and denied access to international 
institutions, such us the Red 
Cross.” 

She added that Palestinian 
women are participating actively 
in the resistance to Israeli occu- 
pation and their participation is 
escalating. "Their struggle expre- 
sses our people's struggle against 
Zionism.” she said. In spile of all 
the ugly methods used in torturing 
her and her countrymen, she 
.remains steadfast in upholding her 
principles and rejecting moves 
aimed at consolidating the occu-. 
pation under the so-called 'aut- 
onomy plan. 

"We were subjected to barbaric 
torture similar to the torture 
inflicted on the Jews by Hitler. 
History’s verdict on Zionism can- 
not be any different from its ver- 
dict on Nazism.” she said. 

Miss Odeh was released on 
March 14 along with 76 other 
Palestinians in a prisro'ner 
exchange deal through the Red 
Cross in Geneva. 

Miss Odeh spoke in detail about

the tortures that suspects are sub- 
jected to during interrogation. She 
said: '"About 50 Palestinian pris- 
oners died due to barbaric torture 
in Israeli Prisons, such as 
Mohammad Al Khwajah. Omar 
Awadallah. Abdul Oadcr Abu Al 
Fahim. Favez -Tashtoush and 
others." 

Miss Odeh went on to say that 
Israel denies the Red Cross access 
to some dctjinecs and prevents 
from carrying out its humanitarian 
duties especially during the inter- 
rogation of prisoners. Recently it 
w as agreed that prisoners are sup- 
posed to be visited by the Red 
Cross within the first 15 days of 
their arrest. However, the Israeli 
authorities are denying this right 
to the Red Cross by not allowing it 
to see some prisoners. 

Israeli prisons are also full of 
persons of diverse nationalities 
who joined the Palestinian resis- 
tance movement, she said. Miss 
Odeh recalled two French girls, 
whom she knew as" Yvette” and 
“ Ev cly n.” sentenced to eight to 1 4 
years: two Dutch girls. "Mar- 
garet” and "Paula.” sentenced to 
four months: another girl from 
Holland, sentenced to six years 
and still there: an American girl, 
known as "Kerry." sentenced to 
live years and still there: a girl 
from Germany, known as 
"Brigitta Scheller” still awaiting 
trial after three years" secret 
imprisonment in a separate prison 
(she was kidnapped by Israeli 
intelligence, agents from Kenya 
with three Palestinian men^and 
one German ). and two Moroccan 
girls, known as "Nadia” and 
""Marlene.’’ sentenced to eight to 
14 vears. 


Miss Odeh added that Israel has 
been successful in forcing on 
almost complete blackout on the 
conditions m prisons in Israel, and 
any attempt at exposing the 
cruelty and inhuman conditions 
under which prisoners are 
detained in Israeli prisons will 
help in forcing Israel to bring 
about an improvement in the 
existing conditions. 

Miss Odeh expressed the hope 
that the Arab countries will 
actively implement the resolutions 
of last year s Baghdad summit and 
of the conference of Arab foreign 
*and_ economy ministers last 
March. 

On June 17. Miss Odeh will 
leave to Geneva to attend a tri- 
bunal w hich looks into Israel* s vio- 
lations of human rights in Pales- 
tine.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
June 4 (Agencies) — The Israeli 
cabinet yesterday gave final 
approval to the construction of a 
large Jewish settlement on the 
outskirts of Nablus, the West 
Bank’s biggest town. The set- 
tlement is to be called Elon Moreh 
and will be built on about 1.000 
dunums of privately owned Arab 
land which will be confiscated. 

In a vote of eight to five, with 
two abstensinns and the absence 
of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, the cabinet vie Ided to years 
of powerful lob bring bv the Gush 
Emunim sealers' movement to go 
ahead u ith plans to build the Jew- 
ish village. 

The cabinet's decision rejected 
an appeal filed by Deputy Premier 
Yigael Yadin against setting up 
Elon Moreh in the Nablus area. 
Mr. Yadin was appealing a deci- 
sion of the Ministerial Defence 
Committee. Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defence Minis- 
ter Ezer Weizman. together with 
two other Democratic Movement 
for Change ministers, voted with 
Yadin on the abortive appeal. Mr. 
Y'adm is the deader of the DMC. 

. -Procedures 'kx seize the --Arab 
land may be put into motion this 
week, the Israel: press reported 
today. Landowners are allowed to 
appeal to the Israeli High Court, 
but such appeals have proved 
futile in the past In a recent land 
seizure case, the High Court jus- 
tified the takeover by saying that 
requisitions, as distinct 'from 
acquisitions, were permissible 
where "security” was a chief fac- 
tor. 

Last month the cabinet said that 
a principle of future Jewish set- 
tlement on Arab land would be 
the non-expropriation of private 
land. But the cabinet approves of 
seizure, or " requisition for a 
period of years.” by military 
order. This means that the owner 
still keeps title but is prohibited 
from entering or using his land. 

In yesterday’s debate. Mr. 
Weizman said that if the site had 
strategic importance then it 
should' be used for a military 
installation and not for a set- 
tlement established as a result of 
Gush Emunim pressure.

Borg and Gerulaitis moved into the quarter-finals of the tour- 
nament. the world's most prestigious event on slow clay.

34. crashed into rocks and was 
taken to hospital with a broken left leg and right ankle after a 
change of wind pushed him towards a rocky cliff off the slopes of 
the Puy de Dome mountain near here. Friends said he hit the cliff 
and fell on rocks, from where he was rescued by a helicopter.

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Vorster resigns as 
S. Africa’s president 


CAPE TOWN, June 4 (R) - South African President 
John Vorster resigned today, Prime Minister Pieter 
Botha announced in parliament. Mr. Botha was 
speaking at the same time that he tabled a report on 
the country’s “slush funds” scandal which severely 
criticised Mr. Vorster for covering up the affair 
when he was premier. 


Mr. Vorster. 63. was inau- 
gurated as president last October 
after quitting the premiership on 
grounds of ill-health. He suc- 
ceeded the late Dr. Nicolaas 
Diederichs. 

Mr. Vorster was cleared of 
involvement in the scandal by a 
report by the judicial commission 
last December. 

But since then he has been the 
subject of increasing allegations, 
and the commission said in its lat- 
est report issued today that it now 
had to amend its findings. 

The commission— headed by 
Judge Rudolf Erasmus — said that 
by covering up misappropriations 
of millions of rands (dollars) in 
government money by the gov- 
ernment's former Information 
Department, Mr. Vorster had to 
share responsibility for the irre- 
gular actions of ex-minister of 
information Connie Mulder. 

Mr. Mulder was ousted from the 
cabinet, parliament and the ruling 
National Party as a result of the 
scandal. 

Press speculation that Mr. Vor- 
ster was about to step down 
mounted as the date of the 
report's issue drew near. The 
opposition had already mounted 
an unsuccessful attempt to 
impeach him. 

Mr. Botha told the House of 
Assembly that the cabinet 
accepted the Erasmus Com- 
mission's deductions and deci- 
sions but said its findings “do not 
in anyway reflect upon the honour 
'and integrity of Mr. Vorster.” 

He said Mr. Vorster had ful- 
filled his duties “under very trying 
circumstances and under great 
pressure during the last year of his 
premiership due to his state of 
health.” 

Mr. Botha added that Mr. Vor- 
ster had wanted to resign as prime 
minister in 1977 but his colleagues 
had persuaded him not to do so in 
the national interest. 

He said Mr. Vorster would be 
succeeded temporarily by Marais 
Viljoen, president of the Senate- 

In the speculation over Mr. 
Vorster’ s retirement. Transport 
Minister Louwrens Muller has 
been widely tipped as Mr. Vor- 
ster's eventual successor. 

Mr. Botha said the appointment 
of the Erasmus Commission and 
another investigation into the 
Information Department’s secret 
activities underlined the gov- 
ernment's willingness to identify, 
eliminate and prevent undesirable 
practices in administration. 

In its report, the Erasmus 
Commission said: “For more than 
a year, Vorster. together with Dr. 
Mulder, kept his knowledge of 
irregularities in the administration 
of the country from his cabinet col-

NEW YORK, June 4 (R)-Two 
DC- 10 airliners flown by Ameri- 
can Airlines experienced mechan- 
ical problems on flights Saturday 
night>the company said yesterday. 

No one was injured in the inci- 
dents, which came eight days after 
an American - Airlines DC-10 
crashed near Chicago's O' Hare 
Airport, killing all 272 aboard and ■ 
two others on the ground. 

One of the airliners, flying from 
Los Angeles with 152 passengers, 
developed wing slat problems. 
This led to a heavy landing in 
which the plane burst a tyre at its 
destination, Cleveland Airport, an 
American Airlines spokesman 
said. 

The plane was taken out of ser- 
vice and another DC-10 was used 
for the next leg of the trip to Bos- 
ton. 

Another American Airlines 
DC-10 with 176 passengers, 
bound from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco, lost hydraulic fluid and had 
to turn back, the spokesman said. 

Last Thursday a National Air- 
lines DC-10 bound for Amster- 
dam returned to New York’s 
Kennedy Airport after losing 
power in one engine. The jet made 
a safe landing, but the flight was 
cancelled. 

The American Airlines 
spokesman said the mechanical 
problems occurred despite 
"thorough inspections” of all their 
DC-1 Os. 

All 137 Dc-lOs flown by U.S.- 
based carriers were grounded for 
inspection after the crash. Most of 
the jets are flying again. 

Aji investigation into the crash 
is being conducted by the National 
Transportation Safety Board, a 
government agency. 

One member of the board, 
Philip Hogue, told reporters in 
Washington last week: “At the 
present time, I wouldn’t fly a 
DC-10.”

Libya, Malta

VALETTA, June 4 (Rj— Signs of 
strain in relations between Malta 
and Libya over oil exploration 
have come out in a speech by 
Prime Minister Dom Mintoff. 

Speaking at the annual general 
conference of the Malta Labour 
Party, Mr. Mintoff accused the 
Libyans of using a series of 
excuses not to settle a dispute over 
demarcation of the 200-mile 
stretch of the Mediterranean 
separating the two countries. 

Malta wants the area to be 
divided equally for oil exploration 
rights, but the Libyans say that 
because they have the longer 
coastline they should have three- 
quarters of it. 

They agreed at one time to take 
the dispute to the International 
Court of Justice, but the Libyans 
never ratified the agreement. 
Malta has since stopped all explo- 
ration in the disputed area. 

Mr. Mintoff said the dispute did 
not mean that the Libyans should 
be considered Malta's enemies. 
Libya was still Malta’s friend, he 
said. 

Libya sells oil to Malta at 
below-market prices, but Mr. 
Mintoff said that Libya was not 
meeting Malta's increased needs 
for tourism, industry, shipbuilding 
and other activities. Additional 
supplies had to be found else- 
where. 

Because of the median line dis- 
pute, the two countries had not 
signed an agreement under which 
Libya would help Malta's 
economy as a non-aligned coun- 
try, 

Malta has declared itself a 
non-aligned country no longer 
dependent on earnings from fore- 
ign bases. British bases, for which 
Malta was paid £14 minion a year, 
were closed on March 31. 

Mr. Mintoff believed that the 
four countries in his opinion 
benefiting most from Maltese 
non-aligned should contribute 
towards its economy. 

He said last year that Malta 
would need S56 million a year for 
five years. Italy, France, Algeria 
and Libya were asked to .con- 
tribute. but Mr. Mintoff said that 
only Algeria had signed an agree- 
ment. 

Italy would have to improve its 
offer of a $5 million grant, he said.

Turkey to try over 
80S in connection 
with sectarian riots 


ANKARA, June 4 (R)-More 
than 800 Turks, including shop- 
keepers, teachers and housewives, 
face a military tribunal in Adana 
today on charges connected with 
bloody sectarian riots last 
December in Kahraraanmaras in 
which more than 100 people died. 

Three hundred and thirty of the 
defendants, including ten women, 
could be hanged if convicted. 

The three-day riots in 
Kahramanmaras, 150 kilometres 
north-east of Adana, were mainly 
between Muslims of the Sunni and 
Alevi Shfite faiths although they 
were largely politically- 
motivated. 

Most Alevis tend towards the 
left while the Sunnis in 
Kahramanmaras generally sup- 
port Turkey s right-wing parties. 

The fighting broke out after 
rightist Sunnis broke up a funeral 
cortege carrying the bodies of two 
murdered left-wing teachers last 
Dec. 22. Three days of sectarian 
riots followed. Most of the victims, 
including many women and chil- 
dren, were Alevis. 

The- violence led Soria! Demo- 
cratic Premier Bulent Ecevit to 
impose martial law in 13 key pro- 
vinces last Dec. 26. As political 
violence in Turkey, which has 
killed around 1.500 people since 
the start of 1978, continued, Mr. 
Ecevit extended martial law to a 
further six provinces last April. 

Kahramanmaras and Adana are 
in separate provinces but are both 
under one martial law com- 
mander. Holding the mass trials in 
Adana was clearly aimed at aviod- 
ing rekindling hostilities in the 
smaller town of Kahramanmaras. 

The 803 defendants face com- 
binations of a total of i 7 charges in 
a 240-page indictment worked out 
by six military prosecutors. The 


most serious charge, punishable 
by death, is “armed insurrection 
and causing massacre.” 

Other charges include armed 
insurrection, manslaughter, loot- 
ing inciting to crime arson and 
possessing or using explosives. 

Turkish army commandos, 
para-military gendarmes and 
armed policemen will maintain 
tight security in the sports arena. 
But the trials will be open to the 
public if space permits. 

The last Turkish trial of such 
dimensions followed the I960 
military coiip which overthrew the 
decade-long government of 
Democrat Party leader Adnan 
Menderes and led to the establ- 
ishment of the present con- 
stitution. 

After a mass trial of his gov- 
ernment on an island off Istanbul, 
Mr. Menderes and two of his 
ministers were hanged in 1961 for 
treason.

Spain: Woman killed in clash between 
police, anti-nuclear demonstrators 


-TUDELA. Spain, June 4 (R) ~ 
One woman was killed and several 
people injured during clashes 
between security forces and anti- 
nuclear demonstrators in this 
northern Spanish town. 

A police spokesman said 
Venezuelan-born Ladis del Estal 
Terreno died accidentally yes- 
terday when a young paramilitary 
civil guardsman inadvertently 
fired his submachinegun while 
avoiding an attack by demon- 
strators. 

Miss Del Estel Terreno, who 
was hit in the head, was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at hos- 


pital. 

After her death, demonstrators 
chanting “police assassins” 
clashed with police for more than 
three hours. 

The local town council con- 
demned “provocative and rep- 
ressive action by the security 
forces" and also blamed the pro- 
vincial governor general, calling 
for his resignation. It also called 
for a general strike in protest over 
the killing. 

Demonstrators had blocked 
traffic by silting across the town's 
main street in protest against ear- 
lier police action. Security forces 


had broken up an anti-nuclear 
meeting with rubber bullets and 
smoke bombs. 


As civil guardsmen approached 
the demonstrators to clear them 
from the main road, they were 
attacked by a number of youths, 
the police spokesman said. In the 
struggle. Miss Del Estal Torreno 
was hit by a single shot. 

The rally was part of a 
country-wide protest at the con- 
struction of nuclear power stations 
in the northern Basque country. 
Demonstrations in other areas of 
Spain went off without incident.

to massacre residents of Amin's 
home area. 

As the liberation forces moved 
north to Koboko. three of Amin’s 
soldiers surrendered. They said 
■they had been in a group of five 
who leaped from an army truck 
heading for Sudan. Their two 
companions had been shot and 
killed by other pro-Amin soldiers 
during the escape attempt. 

The three soldiers said they had 
been told they were being taken to 
a camp in Sudan For military train- 
ing in preparation for a return to 
fight against the new Uganda gov- 
ernment. 

Thousands of Amin's soldiers.., 
many of them originally recruited 
from southern Sudan, are believed 
to have fled across the Sudanese 
border. 

Tanzanian Major General Silas ■ 
Myunga shook hands with cheer- . 
ing soldiers at the frontier and ■ 
announced: “We have taught 
Amin a lesson he will never ' 
forget.” 

• As liberation forces arrived in 
Oraba, other units secured 
Yurabe and Moyo without having 
to fight-- thus bringing the last 
remaining areas of Uganda under 
control of the new government. 


European parliament: Diversity is certain

BRUSSELS— The only event in 
the world bringing together the 
son of an emperor, an Italian 
thriller writer and a Danish 
fisherman takes place this week. 

It is not a travelling circus or a 
new waxworks museum but the 
first direct elections to the Euro- 
pean Parliament, which meets at 
Strasbourg and Luxembourg. Pol- 
ling is from June 7-10. 

Some 3,313 candidates from 
the nine Common Market (EEC) 
countries are standing for 410 
seats in the assembly. 

Almost half of them are stand- 
ing in Italy and West Germany, 
which bave 81 seats each, the 
same as Britain and France. 

One of the most controversial 
Germans in Otto von Hapsburg,. 
66, the eldest son of the last 
Austro-Hungarian emperor. Karl 
1, who abdicated at the end of the 
First World War. 

Born to inherit an empire 
stretching from the Black Sea to 
the Alps, it is hardly surprising 
that he considers himself standing 
for all Europe— up Russian 

border. fc 

Mr. Von Hapsburg took West 
German citizenship a year ago, 
but retains Austrian nationality as 
well. 

Despite criticism of his right- 
wing views from socialist Chan- 


cellor Helmut Schmidt, as number 
three on the Bavarian Christian 
Social Union (CSU) list he is vir- 
tually certain to be elected. The 
electoral system used in most EEC 
countries guarantees election to 
the top members of major party 
lists. 

But the conservative clement in 
West German politics seems very- 
keen on showing an aristocratic 
face to the voters. 

The Christian Democrat in 
Lower Saxony arc fielding Dr. 
Phillip von Bismarck, A descen- 
dant of the 19th century chan- 
cellor, and in Hessen their list 
includes prince Casimir von 
Wittgenstein, a relative of the 
philosopher Ludwing Wittgens- 
tein. 

But the best known West Ger- 
man candidate is former chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt, chairman of 
the Social Democrats (SPD), who 
resigned in 1974 following a spy 
scandal. 

He tops the SPD list and is 
therefore certain of election. 

The ecologists, known as the 
“Greens”, are also mak ing their 
mark, contesting all 78 seats. 
(Three members from West Ber- 
lin will be nominated, not 
elected). 

TTieir list includes Baidur 
Springmann, a health food farmer 
from Schleswig-Holstein on the 


Danish border.

Susanna Agnelli, sister of one of 
the country's leading indus- 
trialists, tops the Republican Party 
list in the north-east. The Com- 
munists boast Fabrizia Baduel 
Glorioso, first female chairman of 
the EECs Economic and Social 
Committee. 


ferent kind whose readers were 
chilled when the plot of one of his 
absorbing thrillers closely foretold 
the events leading to the killing of 
former prime minister Aldo Moro 
last year. 

Also certain to return to Stras- 
bourg for the first session in July is 
Emilio Colombo, president of the 
old nominated parliament, who 
tops the southern Christian 
Democrat list.

The future of 
the European Parliament could all 
depend on the men and women elected 
to the assembly. 


Maria Antoniena Macciocchi, 
standing for the economically- 
depressed south of Italy, is one of 
the country's leading left-wing his- 
torians, and is the author of a his- 
tory of Italian communism. 

Because the Italian electoral 
system allows candidates to stand 
in several areas, though they may 
be elected for only one, she fol- 
lows Leonardo Sciascia at the top 
of the Radicals’ Venice lists as 
well. 

Mr. Sciascia is a writer of a dif- 


In France, the European elec- 
tions are of crucial importance in 
the continuing battle between the 
GauUist mayor of Paris Jacques 
Chirac and President Giscard 
cTEstaing, who is represented in 
the contest by Health Minister 
Simone Veil. 

Party leader Francois Mit- 
terrand heads the socialist list but 
he recently made it clear that dif- 
ferences between himself and his 
communist counterpart Georges 
Marchais would prevent the flow- 


ering on a European level of the 
moribund French union of the left. 

Britain seems largely apathetic 
following the general election ear- 
lier this month, which swept| Mar- 
garet Thatcher's Conservative 
Party to power. 

The best-known British can- 
didate is probably former gov- 
ernment minister Barbara Castle, 
a vocal left-wing critic of the EEC. 

But the troubled province of 
Northern Ireland could provide 
Strasbourg with some of its most 
striking new orators. 

Two strong contenders for the 
three seats are protestani leader 
Ian Paisley and the equally voc- 
iferous John Hume of the 
Catholic-based Social Democratic 
and Labour Party. 

Both have shown on visits to 
EEC centres in Brussels and Lux- 
embourg that part of Europe is 
still plagued passions that once 
tore the continent apart. 

In the Irish Republic, five can- 
didates are standing for Sinn Fein, 
the political wing of the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA), but they 
do not expect to win any seats. 

The ruling FiannaFail Party 
boasts one member of- the old 
nominated European assembly 
from a distinguished literary fam- 
ily standing for the new par- 
liament. He is Michael Yeats, son 
of the poet William Butler Yeats. 


But lest any of these well known 
figures forget two of Europe's 
trickiest problems, agriculture und 
fishing, there are candidates to jog 
their memories. 

Kent Kirk, a Copenhagen 
fisherman is standing for the Dan- 
ish conservatives while Georges 
Sutra, a wine-producer from 
Languedoc- Roussill ion. occupies 
eight place on the French socialist 
list. 

In the Netherlands it is all or 
nothing for the Lcschot Party, for 
it has jusr one member: Winand 
Leschot. 

Although Belgium's former 
prime minister Leo Tindemans 
leads the Flemish Social Chris- 
tians into the fray and has been 
tipped as possible president 
(speaker) of the parliament, only 
one current prime minister is 
standing, Gaston Thom of Lux- 
embourg. 

Mr. TTtom is fighting European 
and national elections on the same 
day and if he wins both, he says he 
would prefer to retain the pre- 
miership rather than accept a seat 
at Strasbourg. 

These men and women differ 
enormously on how they see the 
future of Europe, but whether the 
assembly hecomes a poorly- 
attended haggling shop or a legis- 
lative power centre could depend 
on them. REUTER 
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
